Claims 7, 10-12, 19, and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Angel (3048230). 

Angel discloses a method usable with a subterranean well, comprising: receiving 
a flow of a fluid in a subterranean well; using a substantially flexible member or tube 16 
located in the flow to pump a second fluid 14 inside a second tubular member 10 to 
establish a hydraulic pressure on the second fluid; using the pressure to actuate a 
downhole tool or valve 36; accumulating the second fluid to establish a pressure on the 
second fluid; and solely using the pressure to actuate the downhole tool or valve 36. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -6 and 1 3-1 8 are allowed. 

Claims 8, 9, 20, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
